Sprague and Mr. J. K. Sprague)— 
pioneer in railway electrification and 
the development of industrial motors— 
equipped the first modern trolley 
railway in the U.S. at Richmond,Va.— 
Principle of the electric eye or photo¬ 
tube w*as discovered—theory of alter- [ 
nating current induction motor was I 


worked out wireless induction system 
of communication between railway 
stations and moving trains was patent¬ 
ed—carbon arc welding process patent¬ 
ed. 

1888 -First electric freight loco¬ 
motive built—-new forms of dynamos, 
transformers, induction coils, incan¬ 
descent lamps, condensers invented— 
first induction meter for measuring 
alternating current. 

1889—first successful electrically- 
operated passenger elevators installed 
in New York City—first electrical 
engineering course established at Col¬ 
umbia University.
